If therefore your Liqur 
be really a Tinctura Glorioſa, it mult receive 
that Glorious Tincture from ſome other Ingre- 
dient, and not from the Mercury. 3. Lou, 
L obſerv'd above, are wholly for a Preparation 
of Mercury, altogerber free from foreign Acids ;

to Phyſck, we ought certainly to take it for 
granted, that he's well id in Philoſophy, and 
the Theory of Medicine; and if we bind him 
tripping there, we may doubtleſs, without Breach 
of Charity, eſteem him an Impoſter. The gain- 
ing a true Knowledge of the Mature and Care of 
the Venereal Diſeaſe, his Book intimates to have

§. 2. The Caſe being thus, tis evident, that in 
even the moſt ſlight Clap, Internal, as well as Ex- 
#ernal Remedies, muſt be us'd ; the Infection (how 
{light ſoever) not being to be effectually carry d 
oft, without due Purgatiun with ſome Medicine 
in that Caſe, 22 and ſpecifick, (common Pur 
ges in this Diſeaſe doing little or no Service.) And 
andced, in curing any Species of the Venercal Di- 
ſeaſe, the Practitioners main Intention mult be te

Nor can every Perſon, afflicted witha freſh Clap, be 
curd in the fame Space of Time, nor always with 
the ſame Remedies.
